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Eight cremations have taken place 
at Washington, Pa., where a funeral 
furnace i3 established. The last body 
incinerated was that of the wife of 
a prominent lawyer of Warren. Re- 
ligious services were held as usual; 
then the body was taken from the 
casket, wrapped in a sheet saturated 
with alum water, and placed in the 
crematory furnace. In two hours the 
remains were reduced to ashes. 

Whut was done with the ashes is 
not stated. Perhaps the husband had 


and went home with them under his 
arm. The casket is which the remains 
were taken to the cemetery must have 
been as yood as new, and was _ possi- 
bly preserved tor the funeral of a sec- 
ond wife. This saving of coffins must 
commend itself to the heads of 
families as one of the best fextures of 
cremation. One coffin, made large, 
would answer a whole family for sev- 
eral generations. It might get a little 
out of style, it is true, but what is 
style in the presence of death. 

The question of the fitting disposal 
of the ashes of the deceased is one that 
yet remains unsettled. A wife would. 
in case of the death and cremation of 
her husband, feel it her sacred duty to 
fitly care for his ashes, being, of 
eourse, his residuary legatee. One 
ean fancy the weeping widow bearing 
away to her grief-stricsen home the 
ashy remains of a true and noble hus- 
band, neatly done up in a black paper 
bag, or perhaps in a funeral ash pan 
designed for the purpose. It will 
not do to bury those ashes. She might 
just as well have had her Joho Henry 
planted in the ground fat once as to 
bury the cinders to which he was re- 
duced at considerable expense. If the 
widow has children, she will want to 
put their father’s ashes where they 
eannot spill them. It would never do 
to-run the risk of allowing little Jim- 
my to have a chance to incorporate 
the cinders of his deceased parent into 
It was the ancient prac- 


"~ ‘Vice to deposit the ashes in a funera! 
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uro, which was preserved in a tomb or 
other sacred place. But this is un- 
American, Modern American widows 
would never consent to it. They will 
have the ashes of their first husband 
in the house, where they can at any 
time take off the cover and shed bit- 
ter tears into them, until they marry 
again. But just what kind ofa recep- 
tacle to place them in—that’s what's 
the question. 

American inventive genius has been 
applied to the solution of this import- 
ant problem. A recent patent con- 
sists in providing a parlor bust of the 
deceased, cut in marble, and.in mak- 
ing a hole in the. back of the bust, 


. wherein the ashes are to be deposited 


after cremation of the body. A fur- 
ther improvement, suggested by a lady 
correspondent of the Scientific Ameri- 
can, is ‘‘to prepare a wet mixture of 
cements for artificial stone or marble, 
and sprinkle the ashes of the deceased 
into the mixture, which is then to be 
cast or pressed into the form of busts, 
statuettes, or other objects. In this 
way various members of the family 
might possess enduring portions of the 
ashes of the departed one.”’ 

To both these two plans there are 
Objections. The first might do well 
enough in the case of the} widow, 
while she remained single. Tut sup- 
pose she married again, and fell into 
the habit of unduly praising her first 
husband to her second, as womnen who 
have had experience as widows are apt 
todo. Some day, when his cwn fail- 
ings were being he with the 
virtues of the lamented deceased, 
would not husband No, 2 be apt to 
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“damn John Henry,” smash the 


funeral bust, and fling the sacred 
ashes ts the winds. Such a dreadful 
poss-ibility will be guarded against by 
all thoughtful widows. 

The suggestion to make busts and 
statuettes ont of the ashes of the de- 
ceased is open to the same objection 
as the holluw bust, and to a variety of 
others. Few of the bereaved could 
afford to have busts of any description 
made. Then what dreadfully inartis- 
tic things most of them would be. 
Besides they would get broken, Fancy 
a bust made in the image of a true 
and luving husband, out of his very 
ashes, ith the nose broken off or a 
crackin the jaw. These plans will 
never do. The problem is yet un- 
solved.

J. W. Mackay and R. M. Daggett 
were interviewed in New York the 
other day by a Graphic reporter, in re- 
gard to the future of the Comstock. 
Mr. Mackay had not much to sav, 
more Uian that he was hopeful. His 
companion was more communicative. 
Mr. Daggett said: 


“During our trip to the east I 
talked with Mr. Mackay about the 
mines, and from what he said I inter 
that he yet has unlimited confidence 
in their future. If he did not think 
Union Consolidated, Sierra Nevada, 
Wphir and other properties of the 
Comstock group owned by the firm 
would pay, do you think he and his 
partners would sivk $6,000,000 in 
assessments, which they have paid 
out within the past three years? Not 
abit of it. They are spending thous- 
ands of dollars in developmests, and 
from my knowledge of the mines, and 
[ ought to know something about 
them, inasmuch as I have been in the 
district twenty years, they will yet be 
made to pay handsomely. Mr. Mack- 
ay told me within a week that the 
valne of the low grade ores which 
hive been left in working the Com- 
stock properties, and which can be 
worked, equals that which already bas 
been taken out. If this is true, and I 
have not the slightest doubt to the 
contrary, the outlook is promisivg, 
We know that we are not below the 
ore body of the lode, and if struck—it 
makes no difference at what depth—it 
will be taken out in paying quanti- 
ties, despite the cost of deep mining. 
The managers are now concentrating 
feeders, and small deposits of ore are 
being found. Forty or fifty develop- 
ments are being made on the lode, 
and it will be strange if rich deposits 
ure not found.”

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TAMING A CONVICT. 


How Bob Gowland Broughta Refracto- 
ry Prisoner to Terms With a Red 
Hot Iron, 


The Eureka Sentinel tells an inter- 
esting story’relative to Bob Howland’s 
incumbency of the State Prison in 
early days. Bob had then the same 
reputation for levity that he now en- 
joys, and when he became Warden 
the prisoners thought they would have 
an easy time of it, but were disap- 
pointed, as Bob looked well after the 
discipline of the prison, and not @ 
prisoner escaped during his term of 
office. George Kirk, a notorious char- 
acter, was sentenced in 1865 to im- 
pii-onmeot for highway robbery. The 
first morning of his stay in the peni- 
tentiary he refused to come out of his 
cell and “fall in line’ with the other 


prisoners. This is how Howland sub- 
dued Kirk: “The Warden quietly 
ordered his cell door closed, and the 
other prisoners were marched ‘left 
on next man’s shoulder’ to 
breakfa-t. Kirk in the meanwhile 
was raving and loudly cursing and de- 
fying the Warden or any other —— 
to even try to make him 
come out until he felt disposed to. 
The Warden quietly went to the black- 
smith shop, procured a bar of steel 
about tweive feet long, and had it 
heated for about four feet on one end 
to a red heut, and as quietly came back 
with it tocell No. 5. He again or- 
dered Kirk to come out and “fall in,” 
and wus met with the former refusal 
and violent abuse. The Warden 
closed the : rated door of the cell and 
shoved the ar of steel, hot end fore- 
most, (whic: nad now cooled toa dull 
color), through the bars. Kirk 
sprang for and grasped it with beth 
hands with a close grip to wrench it 
from the Warden. With a howl of 
pain, as it seared the flesh, he dropt 
it and retreated cursing with fiercest 
rage. The Warden, without speak- 
ing, swayed the hot bar back and 
forth in the narrow cell, at times 
wedging Kirk into a corner, searing 
his limbs with every touch. Kirk 
howled with mingled rage and tor- 
ture, pow boundiug over it and again 
under it, striking his head against the 
tép of the cell and falliag back upon 
the bar, yelling and screeching like 
pandemonium turned loose. At last 
he realized the helplessness of his po- 
sition and begged for mercy. The 
bar was immediately withdrawn, the 
cell opened and Kirk came forth as 
centle as alamb to have his wounds 
dressed, and during the term of his 
incarceration was the most obedient 
convict in the prison. 

All recollect his tragic end in Vir- 
ginia City some years after, when re- 
fusing to obey the order of mystic 
“601,” and leave the city at once; 
the following day the body of George 
Kirk was found hanging, cold in death, 
to the frame of the old hoisting works 
of the Gould & Curry mine,”

» It is not at all likely that a railroad 
will be built in this generation, con- 
necting California and Oregon. The 
line between Redding and Roseburg 
is as difficult as that from Truckee to 
Rocklin, The natural route for Ore- 
gon business is through the level val- 
leys of Western Nevada and Eastern 
California, across the table lands of 
Oregon to the Columbia, With a 
roud built here people would not hesi- 
tate in choosing it in preference to a 
stormy and dangerous trip up the 
coast, or a week’s staging over the 
mountains from Redding. All the 
Eastern mails, the entire Eastern pas- 
senger business and most of the freight 
would seek this route. Reno is nearer 
Portland than Sacramento is, and the 
fare could be arranged so as to bring 
California travel this way. In addi- 
tion there would be a great local bus- 
iness; the fertile valleys north are ca- 
pable of supporting a much larger 
population than they have, and the 
trafficeven now is large. The freight and 
passengers hauled last year by teams 
figure up a handsome business for a 
railroad. Cattle,sheep, wool,fruit and 
merchandise enough go in and out to 
support a railroad, and the amount 
would double up rapidly as soon as a 
road was built. A good passenger 
business would be developed. The 
express and mail would be important 
items. The fruit and grain business 
would be very large. The timber bus- 
iness would be immense. This is na- 
ture’s highway, connecting the fertile 
valleys and timber regions of the north 
with the mining districts of the south. 
The route offers better inducements 
to capital than any roud ever built in 
Nevada. The compxny who propose 
to build it have connected with them 
some of our best citizens, and we un 
derstand that several here have put 
money ioto the enterprise. They 
certainly have every assurance of hav- 
ing agood thing. The investment 
canuvt help but pay unless there is 
gros3 mismanagement. Tie line is 
an easy one, the grades light, and the 
road will be finished with only a small 
debt, and the stuck will be de-irable 
property. 

A FODDER SHRUB FOR DRY RE- 

GIONS. 


A recent correspondent of the 8. F. 
Bulletin suggested that one of the 


pressing needs of the dry regions of 


Jalifurnia was a shrub which wouid 
thrive with little rain and in a hard 
soil, and would turnish food for cattle, 
sheep and goats. 

The Bulletin makes the following 
suggestions, te which Nevada farmers 
might do well to give heed: 


“There are several plan's which ful- 
fil in a greater or less degree all these 
requirements. The best of these is 
probably the Pentzia Virgata of South 


Africa, known here as the ‘sheep bush.’ 


Itisa most valuable fodder shrub, 
grows rapidly, and endures a consider- 
able amount of frost. It flourishes 
where grass cannot live, and preters 
red soil in which lime and iron are 
found, though it will thrive on low- 
lands also, Seeds and cuttings are 
both used in propagating it. Parties 
in New Zealand and Australia have 
tested it, and find that it does well in 
those colonies. The important poiat 
with this shrub is tvat several million 
of sheep live on this bush in South 
Africa, and goat-, cattle and horses 
are fond of and grow fut apon it. Ks- 
timates are to the effect that an annu- 
al rainfall of from six to ten inches is 
sufficient to make the culture of the 
Pentzia a complete success, while it is 
claimed that it will grow with two 
inches less of rainfal!.

In this State seeds 
should be sown on good soil, and well 
cultivated. Then cuttings can be ta- 
ken the uext year and planted on the 
hiils and uplands.”

The Wonderful Womaa Whom all the 
World Has Talked About. 


Sarah Bernhardt, who is creating so 
much excitement in the United States, 
is adaughter of a Jewess of Amster- 
dam. Her native city is Paris. Her 
father is reputed to have been a man 
of rank and wealth. Atan early age 
the child was placed in aconvent at 
Versailles, But she was headstrong 
and unruly, and the nuns found ber 
hard to manage. She left them at the 
wre of 15, with a desire to become an 
actress strong in her miud. She se- 
cured the privilege of an examination 
before the committee of the Conserva- 
tory. The stern judges saw a pale, 
slight girl, and were not disposed to 
regird her approvingly. She was 
commanded to recite something, and 
repeated La Fontaine’s pretty poem, 
“The Two Pigeons.” Her hearers 
were surprised. Auber spoke to her 
kindly, inquiring her name. Present- 
ly he said, “You have passed, my 
child.” A year later she earned the 
right toan engagement at the Come- 
die Francaise She made her debut 


at the Oden, Jan. 14. 1867. She is 
now about 30 years of age. Along 


these years what her triumphs have 
been few do not know. She has play- 
ed so well that she has caught the at- 
toution of all who know what acting 
is. Victor Hugo saw her portraiture 
of Dona Sol in her ‘*Hernani,” and 
wrote toher: ‘“‘lwept. Accept the 
homage of the tear of the oid poet.” 
With brush and chisel she earned 30,- 
000 francs. She has written, at least 
one novel, “In the Clouds.” She has 
been an art critic. She is a fine musi- 
cian, playing harp and piano like ao 
artist. Her conversation is so bright 
and charming that she yathered 
around her the best minds. of Paris. 
This, in short, is Sarah Berosharudt. 
She will remain in this country until 
next May, when ber departure will be 
necessitated by her London engage- 
ment for the season. The woman hus 
a motto odd as herself. Over the door 
of her Paragian home are engraven 
the words **Quand Meme;” and in 
spite of everything she has succeeded 
iu Whatever she uudertuok, ‘‘whether 
or no,” Sarah is rather pretty. 
There is a fascination in her face and 
eyes.

For silver Ware, Jewelry, Etc.—A 
Trifle Over $612,000,000 in Coin 
Circulating in the United States--- 
Statistics That Every Voter Shuuld 
Read. 


The following figures are obtained 
from the aunual report of the director 
of ihe Minot, which has just been pub- 
lished in Washington. It appears 
that Uncle Sam is pretty weil off for 
coin to begin the Christmas season 
with: ¢ 

The value of bullion deposited at 
the Carson City Mint during the fis- 
cal year 1880 was $551,885, and the 
amount of coinage $654,700. Owing 
to the great reduction of the stock of 
bullion at this Mint the coinage was 
suspended from October, 1879, to the 
middie of last April. . The appropria- 
tions recommended for the San Fran- 
cisco and Carson Mints for the next 
fiscul year are precisely the same in 
amount as the appropriations made at 
the last session of Congress for the 
current year, pamely: San Francisco} 
—Salurics, $24.900; wages of workmen 
and adjusters, $265,000; incidental ex- | 

nses, $80,000. Carson—Sualaries, 

8,550; wages, $72,000; incidental, 
$30,000. ; 

The work of the Mints has been un- 
usually heavy, the deposits of gold ag- 

_ gregating $98,835,000, or $30,v00,000 
above the previous highest year. ‘The 
chief source of gain is from abroad, 
from which $62,000,000 was received. 

The product of gold and silver in 
the United States during the fiscal 
year is estimated at $36,000,000 in 

. gold and $37,700,000 in silver. It is 
estimated that probably $5,500,000, in 
gold and $4,000,000 in silver of 
domestic production, together with 
$2,500,000 in guld and $600,000 of | 

_gilver in United States coin were used 
in wmwanufactures and arts besides 
melting up plate, jewelry, foreiga coin 
and bullion sufficient to make a total 
consumption in the Un ted States of 
$10,000,000 in gold and $5,000,000 in 
silver.

The Wood River Country. 

Wood River, Idaho, is attracting 
considerable attention and bids fair to 
have a big boom in the spring. L. P. 
Walker, late of Reno, has located 
there, acd is engaged in merchaudise 
business. He writes favorably of 
that section. From a gentleman just 
from Salt Lake City, and the neigh- 


borhood of the above new mining 4dis- 
trict, the Eureka Sentinel is informed 
that the Wood River country is ygrow- 
ing in importance and eliciting more 
interest now than ever. About two 
thousand locations have been made 
there, and prebably three-fourths of 
these are valuable, The ore is galena 
and is worked down from the crop- 
pings. The district is decidedly the 
poor miner’s country, and is peculiar 
in this, that so far, the prospectors 
have been able to sell their ore as 
they have taken it out in quantities 
from one tonup. Many small lots 
have been shipped to Salt Lake and 
sold there to the ‘smelters, paying 
handsomely. The last iot brought in 
was from a Claim discovered by Mr. 
W Garrard,of Reno, of which the first 
grade assayed about 625 ounces in 
silver, and .the second grade about 
340. A grand rush to Wood River is 
ivoked for in the spring, as the miner 
can there see an immediate return for 
his labor, and as the country is said 
to be inviting in other respects, also 
timber, wood, water and pasturage 


being abundant.

The Movement in Alta. 
The Alta mine is now the central 
poiot of interest on the Comstock. A 
mouth ago Alta stock was selling at

Alta 
then soared to $26. The Alta is at 
the ex'reme south end of the lode, 
and thus the rise in i's shares has 
not affected the north end stocks. 
Alta had some promising indications 
two years ago, but nothing came of 
them, and the good reports that have 
come from it at different times since 
have not been followed by dividends. 
Eighteen assessments, amounting to 
$1,371,000, have been levied; the last 
on August 26, at the rate of 50 cents 
per share. Alta’s lowest price in 
three years was reached last July 
when it touched $1 a share. . The 
mine was located in the early days of 
the Comstoek. The stock has been 
wonderfully active lately. Last month 
118,900 shares changed ha1ds month, 
more than the whole number io the 
mine.

A CHAT WITH A PIUTE. 


Jonathan Sides on Nevada's Game, Va- 
rious Indian Foods, His Services as 
a Peacemaker, and Other Topics— 
No Bald-Headed Indians. 


Jonathan Sides, the Piute inter- 
preter, accompanied by two stalwart 
braves of his race, visited the Ga2ETrE 
office yesterday,and the reporter pres- 
ent engaged him in a rambling con- 
versation, Sides is intelligent, speaks 
English readily, and is an honest- 
looking Indian. He prides himeelf on 
his truthfulness. “What Sides tells 
you,” he boasts, ‘‘is always true. White 
man not so always.” 

It was interesting to hear to this 
cultivated Piute talk of the early days 
in Nevada,before the white man’s foot 
had been set upon its soil. Deer, he 
said, are not so plenty as they used to 

There were, in the old time, lots 
of elk, antelope and mountain sheep 
in the Sink of the Humboldt. Twenty 
years agu Sides saw one day, east of 
Stillwater, forty mountain sheep. Now 
the wild sheep, the elk and the ante- 
lope are never seen, 

The Piutes failed to secure many 
pine nuts this year. The crop was 
very light. Sides thinks it will be 
good next year. There were not 
many locusts and crickets garnered 
this season. These insects are dried 
and ground in mortars,and mixed with 
Piute sugar, make a pleasing dish for 
the Piute palate. A worm is found 
in Humboldt Sink which is a much 
prized edible by the red man. It is 


three or four inches long, fat and 


stout. The Indians prize it as the 


New Yorkers do a “Blue Point” oys- 
ter. ‘The main dependence of the Pi- 


utes this winter is their store of sun- 


flower seeds, The flowers were unus- 
ually abundant this season and large 
quantities of the seeds were stored. 
The plant grows in great luxuriance 
on Owen's river. Its seeds make the 
principal food of the wild doves. 

Referring to the reporter’s advan- 
cing baldness, Sides could recommend 
Bald- 
ness is aimost unknown among them. 
He had once seen a bald Indian woman 
in Cirson, but she had had a fever, 
and her hair had fallen out in conse- 
quence. Sides said the oil of the 
milk-snake (a reptile closely resembI- 
ing the rattle-snake, but harmless) 
was somctimes used among the Inai- 
ans to make their hair grow. He felt 
obliged to decline to catch half a dozen 
milk-snakes for the reporter's use, on 
the ground that the reptiles had 
retreated to their holes for the winter. 
Next spring, he thougint, would be too 
late. 

Asked about the hunting this win- 
ter, Sides saia that there are lots of 
rabbits in Red Rock and Long valley. 
Rabbits are also thick between Eu- 
reka and Palisade. A partyof thirty 
Indians had just returned to Wads- 
worth from a grand rabbit hunt out 
east. They hunted the rabbits for 
their skins alone, frum which they 
make comfortable winter robes. The 
carcasses’ are left- upon the ground. 
The hunters returned with about a 
thousand skins, 


Having this much satisfied the 
newspaper man’s thirst for informa- 
tion, Sides brought out his own little 
ax to be ground. He has all his life, 
he says, acted as Peacemaker between 
the Indians and the whites. He is 
now the only Peacemaker left in his 
tribe. Young Winnemucca, who 
used to act as Secretary of State to 
Old Winnemucca, was the first Peace- 
maker, Heis dead. Capt. Charlie 
Sides, brother to Jonathan, was an- 
other, but he also is dead, dying at 
the same time that the Secretary did. 
Capt. Charlie did great service for the 
whites and pever received his reward. 
He went twice to Owen’s river and 
twice to Austin, and made several 
other expeditions, to pacify Indians 
who were hostile to the whites. Sides 
says that when his brother died, a pa- 

r, which he believes was a note of 
hand from Uncle Sam, was found in 
the roof of the Captain’s hat, and 
burned by the Piutes, who did not 
know its value. Sides thinks that his / 
Own aud his brother's services to the 
white man deserve sowe recognition 
from the Government.

The 
ore is galena, carrying silver enough 
to rank us high grade. There is litte 
gold in the country. The ores have at 
present to be hauled 160 miles to’ the 
C. P. road, in order to find a market 
at Salt Luke. It is estimated that 
there are already 2,000 locations in the 
Wood River country. Smelting works 
will probably be put up there next 
year.

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THE PYRAMID FISHERMEN. 


Sentenced to Pay $1, 00 Fine for Tres- 
passing on the Reservation—History 
of the Case.

Monday was the date fixed for 
sentencing the Pyramid Lake fisher- 
men who overa year ago had been 
adjudged guilty of tresspassing on the 
Indian Reservation. Six of the nine 
men convicted appeared before Judge 
Hilliard Monday at Carson. The 
six were John Sturgeon, Isaac Evans, 
Jacob Watson, Waiter Ward, J. W. 
Bartlett and Silas Flyon. They were 
each sentenced to pay a fine of $1,000. 
Not having $6,000 about them at the 
moment, the Court ordered that they 
be confined in the Washoe county 
jail until they paid the fine or were 
released through legal process. A 
GazetTTErreporter found them all there 
Tuesday chafing under confine- 
ment and the strict discipline matn- 
tained by Dute Gray, but cheerful and 
communicative. The prisoners ex- 
pect to secure their release in thirty 
days,as the law provides that such of- 


fenders shall be discharged, if unable 
to pay the fine. Ail of them are 
or, 

The three convicted men who did 
not appear for sevtence Monday are 
Wm. Halbert, Chas. Hagard and Pe- 
ter Hall. Hagard was at Jamison and 
Halbert farther north when the two 
were last heard from. Peter Hal! 
eame in from Truckee last night. He 
walked on svow-shoes from Like Ta- 
hoe to Truckee aud yot his feet frozen. 
It is not known whether he has gone 
to Carson or not. Iu the case of the 
three men who failed to appear, the 
Court allowed an extension of time 
until Wedoes ay. The two up north 
have probably been delayed by the 
sturm. 

The boundaries of the Pyramid 
Re-ervativu have loag been a matter 
of dispute. T..e men above enumera 
ted claimed the right to fi-h in Pyra- 
mid lake, and had such a_ well-known 
legal adviser as Gen. R. M. Clark in 
their covflict with the Government. 
Their offense was a technical one, and 
their conviction and imprisonment 
does not lowerthem in the eyes of 
any one in Reno. Mr. Watso», for in 
stance, is an intelligent, geotlemanly 
man, who bas a family, and has al- 
ways stood well in the community, 

The nistory of the case is, in _ brief, 
as follows: The fishermen were remov- 
ed from the Reservation by a U. 38. 
Marsl«l in Jany., 1879, and notified 
not to return tu it. They all went 
back, and on Feby. 7, ‘79, they were 
indicted. When their case came up 
fer trial in the following April in the 
Circuit Court at Carson, Gen. Clarke 
putin a plea of ‘guilty’ for the prison- 
ers, who ‘id vot appexr in person, 
The learoed counsel did not dispute 
the facts, but contended that the ac- 


- ¢used had a right to fish in the lake. 


The matter was decided in June, °79, 
when the defendants were adjudged 
guilty. An appeal was taken, and the 
case Came up for final decision ir 
Nov., 79, when the first decision was 
affirmed. Efforts were then made to 
secure the pardon of the defendants, 
A petition, for that purpose, to the 
President of the United: States, was 
signed by Gov. Kinkead, Lieutenah - 
Gov. Adams, Judge Hilliard, Judge 
King, all of the Washve county offic- 
ials and many of the principal citizens 
of Reno. Nothing has ever been 
heard from that petition. While wait- 
in to hear fpem it, sentence was from 
time to time deferred, until delay was 
no longer possible, the decree of the 
Court being given Monday as above 
stated. 


The Northern Roads,

COLD FACTS. 


“The Freezing Point of Water.” 


Editor Gaztte:—In your Monday's 
issue there appears a statement of the 
Signal Officer's at Winnemucca, to 
the effect that the freezing pvint of 
water is not the freezing point, or that 
water doves not freeze at F 32°. While 
the popular idea follows the exact 
findings cf science, as registered upon 
the thermometers in use, it 
should be remembered that the 
thermometers are made, tested and 
marked under a certain constant 
pressure of the atmosphere, and when 


the thermometer is taken inland and 
huodreds or thousands of feet abuve 
sea level, it can no longer yive the 
same result for freezing point nor 
boiling point. Every smatterer io 
physical science knows that this is a 
fact, so fur as regards boiliug point. 

There are some very ‘interesting 
phenomena respecting crystallization 
of water and other crystaliizable sub- 
stunces, which affec# this statement of 
ihe Signal Officer and exhibit the 
truth and perhaps the error of what 
he states, 

Ex.: Water may be reduced much 
below freezing point, if precaution be 
taken agaist shaking, jarring or other- 
wise disturbing it. Within the past 
few weeks the writer has had an ex- 
ample of this in this town, The ther- 
mometer stood somewhere about F. 
20°, and yet a pan of water in the 
kitchen was pot trozen when he put 
his hands in it; out the vibration of 
the reom, from walking about, to- 
gether with putting his hands into and 
thus disturbing the water Caused it in- 
stantly tofre ze over. Such would be 
the result if a stone, a grain of sand 
or any roug!: or jagged substance were 
dropped in any crystallizable sub 
stance, whea below the point of crys- 
tallization. 

These |atter facts are true of all al- 
titudes xnd pressures, and muy per- 
haps be the real cause of the phenom. 
ena obseeved by Mr. Williams. but in 
addition to these facts, the writer can 
see no ood reason why the absence 
of pressure, caused by increased alti- 
tude, should not affect the freezing as 
well as the boiling point on the ther- 
mometer. An experiment easily per- 
formed is the cooling down of a hit 
solution of Glanber’s salts, below the 
point of crystallization, done free 
from vibration, After it has thor- 
oughly cooled down, and still remains 
fluid, quietly shake er vibrate the ves- 
sel Containing it, and the process of 
forming crystals immediately com- 
mences. This isatype of the water 
crystallization and of the satne class of 
phenomena. PiHysicus.

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| THE BLOCKADE. 


Ten Feet of Snow on a Level in the 
Mountains—Drifts Thirty Feet Deep. 


Traffic over the mountains is no 
longer interrupted by the snow. 
Train.’ were all moving as usual last 
night. The storm which caused so 
much trouble was unexampled so 
early in the season, The snowfall was 
heavy, and the wind blew it into huge 
drifts, which were exceedingly diffi- 
cult to force. The snow was most 
troublesome between Alta and the 
Summit. Its average depth between 
these two points was ten feet, and 
drifts were encountered fully thirty 
feet in depth. Every exertion was 


made to keep the road clear, 
but while the wind coptinued 
to olow hard the snow would drift in 
on the track as fast as it was ploughed 
out. The force of railroad men on 
the mountains were actively employed 
for days. On Swturday evening the 
prospects were good for another storm 
It was a fine sight to see a freight 
train come in from the mountains 
after dark, with a mammoth snow 
plough and six engives. The engines 
all whist'ed together as they cme into 
town, and many persons mistovk the 
noise for a fire alarm. The overland 
went out Saturday nigbt for the west 
with a snow plough and three engines. 

Sunday the blockade on the YV, 
& T. road was raised, and trains are 
new running on time between Reno 
and the Comstock. Throuh traffic 
wis suspended on Saturday on account 
of a series of accidents at a point 
known as the Scales. A snow shed 
biew down on Friday night, and an 
engine and snow plough ran into the 
obstruction on Saturday morning and 
the engine was thrown from the track. 
The engine and plough had been sent 
down from Virginia to clear the way 
for the regular down morning train. 
The Haterprise thus relates what fol- 
lowed: “As the 8 o'clock train was 
liable to be down any moment and 
charge into the engine attached to the 
plough, a man was sent up the road to 
flag the train thundering along, but 
the air was so filled with flying snow 
that he could see no part of it, and of 
course it was not to be expected that 
the engineer could see him. The train 
coming was » double-header, and had 
it gone into the snow plough 
there would have been a terrible 
wreck. The flagman had to do some 
quick thinking and chvose the least of 
two evils. He opened a switch and 
sent the double header out on a side- 
track. The two engines went over the 
end of the side-track and were badly 
ditched.” Extra men were sent down 
to the scene of the disaster from Vir- 
ginia and an effort was made to right 
the engines and shovel the track clear; 
but the wind blew the snow back 
almost as fast as it could be shovelled. 
Yesterday the track was cleared and 
the ditched engines set running again. 
Virgioia had no mail op Saturday. 

The snow was so deep at Essex on 
Saturday that it was found necessary 
to abandon that point as a coaling 
station. A temporary platform was 
built in the yard here yesterday morn- 
ing and the locomotives now take 
their coal from it.

cent spectacle of a cloudless, 3 
winter sky. Through the frosty, 
the great constellations shone sere: 
and brilliant,the whole expanse of the 
firmanent undimmed by a single cloud. 
The light of the young moon quench- 
ed the rays from many of the smaller 
stars, but not the resplendent beams 
from Sirius and the great stars in 
Orion, Sirius, or the dog-star, is the 
brightest star in all the hesvens. It 
rises in the east early in the evening 
and is well above the horizn between 
eight and nine o'clock. Sirius fulluws 


the great constellation of Orion. It is 
interesting toremark the difference m 
color between the two principal stars 
in this group. Betelgeuse has the vel- 
low hue of a pure topaz; Rigel shows 
plainly the bluish tint of the saphire. 
Above Orion is the Ball, with the 
vreat star Aldebaran flashing in his 
forehead, easily recogvized by its 
size and rosy light. Those beautiful 
star-group-, the Pleiades and Hyades 


diamonds = I[t adds much to any one’s 
enjoyment of a fine evening to know 
the principal stars and recognize them 
by their names, As they reappear
